In claim 22, at line 3, delete at line 4, replace "providing" with ~ containing --. 
In claim 30, at line 1, replace "a" with the --. 

Cancel claims 31-32 without prejudice or disclaimer. The change to claim 22 renders 
claims 31-32 redundant, since the three-dimensional sample volume already contains the 
particles in a media. It makes sense that the sample volume is the same one that actually contains 
the particles. 



Claims 1-10 and 21-30 are allowed.
